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DETAILED ACTION 
Introduction 

1. The Examiner has carefully considered Applicants' amendments and remarks 
filed on 5/16/2005. Applicants' amendments to claim 1 , and cancellation of claim 16 
have been entered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Rejections not maintained are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1 , 7, 8, 18, 19 and 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

More particularly, it is noted that the amended claim 1 now recites, inter alia, "A 
two-stage transfer for application with a heat and pressure sensitive adhesive ... a 
backing coat ... covering said indicia area and consisting of a pressure sensitive 
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adhesive and deletes "b. a top coat of a pressure sensitive adhesive With 
respect to Applicant statement that the amended claim 1 "incorporates the definition of 
the backing coat which is recited in claim 2 which has been considered to be allowable. 
The presence of the top coat of a temperature and pressure sensitive adhesive has 
been incorporated in the preamble of claim 1" (Remarks, page 8, top paragraph), it is 
noted that the amended claim 1 merely recites "A two-stage transfer for application with 
a heat and pressure sensitive adhesive " in the preamble, which clearly reads on the 
newly added limitation "a. a backing coat and as such renders the structure of the 
transfer merely comprising an indicia coat and a backing coat on a carrier sheet. 
Applicant fails to point out any express or inherent support in the specification for the 
structure of the newly amended claim 1 , and appears to be new matter. The Examiner 
notes that Applicant's amendment is incommensurate with the stated support (a top 
coat ... incorporated in the preamble), Applicant is requested to provide a clear support, 
or cancel new matter in the next reply. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1 , 7, 8, 18, 19 and 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative 
relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the necessary 
structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. 

More particularly, for the same reasons as set forth above, since amended claim 
1 fails to explicitly claim the structural relations between the "heat and pressure 
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sensitive adhesive" to the other layers, and in view of Applicant's statement 'The 
presence of the top coat of a temperature and pressure sensitive adhesive has been 
incorporated in the preamble of claim 1" (Remarks, page 8, top paragraph), clearly 
claim 1 lacks essential structural cooperative relations of elements, and is rendered 
vague and indefinite. Clarification and properly re-write is requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2, 6, 17, 20 and 21 are allowed, as set forth in section 8 of Office action 
dated 5/24/2005.
